The confusion o 
ideas uas been caused by the publica 
lion in the free-distributed copies o 
Mr. Urundy's daily of an item which 
staled that rabbits could be huntec 
this season during the month of JSo 
vember only. This statement is en 
tlrely erroneous, and if any one would 
stop to reason for a moment they 
would be convinced that the law ii 
force last year could not be chan'gei 
this. There will be no session of thi 
Legislature until 1909 and that body 
only hus the power to change the law, 
Kabbits may be shot in imlimitec 
numbers from October 10 to December 
1. Squirrels, limit six In one day to 
each person, from October t to Decem- 
ber 1. Woodcock, ten in one day, 
twenty in one week, and fifty in one 
season, October 1 to December 1. 
Grouse, live in one day,-twenty in a 
week and fifty in n season, October 1 
to December 1.
